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Afford further Facilities for the Erection of 
certain Bridges in Ireland. 

W HEREAS an Act was passed in tlie Session of Parliament Preamble. 

holden in the Fourth and Fifth Year of the Reign of 4 w - 4 - 
His late Majesty King William the Fourth, intituled 
An Act for the more effectually providing for the Erection of 
5 “ certain Bridges in Ireland 

And whereas it is expedient to amend the same, and to afford 
Facilities for the Purchase or taking of any Property in any Bridge 
or Ferry, or in the Tolls thereof, which may he necessary for the 
Purposes of the said Act, and for making Presentment for the 
10 Monies requisite therefor : 

Be it therefore enacted hy the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
hy the Authority of the same, as follows : 

15 1 . This Act shall extend only to Ireland. Extent of 

Act. 

2. In the Construction of this Act the Expression “ Lord Interpreta- 
Lieutenant ” shall mean Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor tion ' 
or Governors of Ireland. 

[B' 11 86.] A 3. men 
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3. Whenever, for the Purpose of mating or improving any 
Bridge under the Provisions of the recited Act, it shall he necessary 
to purchase or take the Property in any Bridge or Perry or the Tolls 
thereof, it shall he lawful for the Grand Juries of the respective 
Counties between which the said Bridge is proposed to he made, or 5 
between which the said Bridge is situate, to consent to the Purchase 
or taking of such Property for the Purposes aforesaid, subject to the 
Provisions of this Act, and to signify^ such Consent by a Resolution 
entered on the Record of their Proceedings. 

When such Grand Juries shall have signified such Consent as 10 
aforesaid, it shall be lawful for either of such Grand Juries to state 
in a Memorial under the Provisions of the recited Act, in addition 
to the Matters by the said Act required, the Nature and Particulars 
of the Property necessary to be purchased or taken as aforesaid, the 
Necessity therefor, and the Consent of the said Grand Juries thereto, 15 
as aforesaid ; and thereupon it shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant 
to direct that the Person or Persons to be appointed under the 
Provisions of the recited Act shall, in addition to the Matters by 
the said Act directed, inquire into the Necessity and Propriety for 
the Purposes of the said Work of purchasing or taking the said 20 
Property, and the probable Cost of such Purchase, and thereupon 
all the Provisions of the recited Act, save so far as they are 
expressly altered or varied by this Act, shall extend and’ be 
applicable thereto. 

4. It shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant, if the Person 25 
or Persons directed to make Inquiry , as to the Necessity and 
Propriety of the Purchase of the said Property shall so recommend, 
when he shall make an Order under the Pourtli Section of the recited 
Act, to order that the said Property shall be purchased or taken sub- 
ject to the Provisions of this Act, and for the Purposes thereof. 30 

5. When the Lord Lieutenant shall have made such Order as 
aforesaid, the Secretary of the Grand Jury which shall have pre- 
sented the said Memorial shall cause to be made out a Statement 
of the Nature of the said Property, together with the Names ol 
the Owners or reputed Owners, Lessees or reputed Lessees, thereof, 35 
and shall deposit the said Statement at the Office of the Chief 

or Under Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant. 

6. After such Deposit at the Office of the Chief or Under Secre- 
tary as aforesaid, it shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant to 
appoint a fit Person to be a Valuator for the Purpose of ascertaining 40 
the Value of the Property to be purchased or taken under this Act, 
and to fix the Remuneration to be paid to him; and if any such 
Valuator die, or refuse or become incapable to act, the Lord 

Lieutenant 
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Lieutenant may, as often as the same may happen, appoint a 
Valuator in his Place, who shall have the same Powers and 
Authorities as the Valuator first appointed. 

7 . The Valuator .may call for the Production of any Documents Valuator 
5 in the Possession or Power of the said Grand Juries, or of any Person 

on their Behalf, or of the Owners of the Property to be purchased a nd admi- 
or taken under the Provisions of this Act, which such Valuator nister Oaths, 
may think necessary for determining any Question or Matter to 
he determined by him under this Act, and may examine Witnesses 
10 on Oath, and administer the Oaths necessary for that Purpose. 

8. Before the Valuator shall enter upon any Inquiry, he shall in Valuator to 

the Presence of a Justice of the Peace make and subscribe the “Scribe 
following Declaration : Declaration.

* Made and subscribed in the Presence of 
And such Declaration shall be annexed to his Award when made, 

20 and if any Valuator, having made such Declaration, shall wilfully 
act contrary thereto, he shall be guilty of a Misdemeanor. 

9 . Upon the Appointment of a Valuator as aforesaid, the Chief statement 
or Under Secretary of the Lord Lieutenant shall deliver to such fo^^deU- 
Valuator the Statement deposited at his Office, as herein-before veredto 

26 required ; and the said Under Secretary shall forthwith after such Valuator. 
Appointment cause to be published a Notice of such Appointment ^ppoint- 
and of such Deposit as aforesaid once in the Dublin Gazette, and ment of 
once in each of Two successive Weeks in some One or more News- ^fbe 
papers circulated in the said Counties, stating the Time and Place published. 
30 of such Deposit, and requiring the Owners of the Property to be 
purchased or taken for the Purposes of this Act, and specified in 
such Statement, to deliver to the Valuator, on or before a Day fixed 
by the Valuator, and named in such Notice (and which Day shall 
not be earlier than Seven Days from the Date of the Insertion of 
35 the last of such Newspaper Notices), a short Statement in Writing 
of their Claims in respect thereof; and upon the Appointment of 
any Valuator in the Place of a Valuator dying, or refusing, 
declining, or becoming incapable to act, all the Documents 
relating to the Matter of the Valuation which were in the Posses- 
40 sion of such Valuator shall be delivered to the Valuator appointed 
in his Place, and the said Under Secretary shall cause to be 
published a Notice of such Appointment in the Dublin Gazette.

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10 . The Valuator shall, after the Expiration of the Period within 
which such Claims are required to he delivered to him as aforesaid, 
proceed to inquire into and adjudicate upon the Value of such 
Property, and the Purchase Money to he paid for same ; and the 
Valuator shall, after due Inquiry and Examination, frame a Draft 5 
Award setting forth the Price or Compensation to he paid for the 
Property so required ; and such Draft Award shall he deposited 
as herein-hefore directed concerning the Statement aforesaid ; and 
the Valuator shall [cause Notice of such Draft Award to he given 
to the Persons who shall he entitled to Payment under the same, 10 
if such Persons he known to the Valuator, or who shall have 
been heard before such Valuator as Claimants for Compensation, 
and shall also cause Notice to he published of such Draft Award 
once in the Dublin Gazette, and once in each of Two successive 
Weeks in some One or more Newspapers circulated in the said 15 
Counties, and shall in such Notices appoint a Time and Place 
or Times and Places for holding a Meeting to hear Objections 
against any such Draft Award (such Meeting to he not earlier than 
Ten Bays after the Eirst Day of Publication of the said Notice), and 
shall hold such Meeting accordingly, and thereat shall hear and 20 
determine any Objections which may then and there he made to 
any such Draft Award by any Person interested therein, or adjourn 
the further Hearing thereof, if the Valuator shall think fit, to a 
future Meeting, and may take any Measures which he may 
deem proper for ascertaining the Value of any such Property, 25 
and may from Time to Time, if he shall see Occasion so to do, 
appoint and hold further Meetings for hearing and determining 
Objections to any such Draft Award ; and when the Valuator has 
heard and determined all such Objections, and made such Inquiries 
as he may think necessary in relation thereto, and made such 30 
Alterations (if any) as he may deem proper in the Draft Award, he 
shall make his Award under his Hand and Seal accordingly, and 
every such Award shall he binding and conclusive, subject to the 
Provisions herein-after contained, upon all Persons whomsoever, 
and no such Award shall be set aside for Irregularity in Matter 35 
of Eorm ; and a Copy of every such Award shall be deposited with 
the Clerks of the Peace for the said Counties respectively, and the 
Secretary of the Grand Jury which shall have presented the said 
Memorial shall thereupon publish Notice in some Paper circulated 
in the said Counties once in each of Two successive Weeks of the 40

Party in relation to the Valuation ; and the Remuneration, travelling Expenses 
and other Expenses, of the Valuator, and all other Costs and Ex- 
penses (if any) which shall be incurred in carrying the Provisions execution to 
of this Act into execution, shall be submitted to the Lord Lieutenant ®^™ tted 
20 for his Approval, and ascertained and certified by such Person as Lieutenant, 
he shall appoint for the Purpose. 

13. Where any such Grand Jury, or the Person from whom any Power of

Appeal against the same to the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief

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Costs and Expenses incurred as aforesaid in relation to the said 
Valuation, or otherwise in carrying the Provisions of this Act into 
Execution, shall be deemed Part of the Expenses of such Work, 
and shall he raised, presented, and dealt with in every respect as 
is by the recited Act provided with regard to the Expenses of the 5 
Works therein mentioned, and that when the same shall have been 
presented the whole or any Part of the Money so presented . shall 
for the more speedy Execution of such Work he advanced to the 
Commissioners of Public Works in Ireland out of the Monies 
provided by the recited Act for Advances for the more speedy 10 
Execution of Works thereby authorized, and for the Purposes 
thereof, in the Manner and subject to the Conditions thereby pre- 
scribed : Provided always, that it shall be lawful for any Grand Jury 
by the recited Act or this Act required to present any Sum of Money 
for the Purposes of the recited Act, or of the same and this Act, to 15 
direct that the Amount of such Presentment shall be levied by any 
Number of half-yearly Instalments not exceeding Sixty. 
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15. The Commissioners of Public Works in Ireland shall, out of 
the Monies which shall be paid or advanced to them for the Purpose 

of such Work, pay to the said Valuator and the said several other 20 
Persons respectively the Penmneration, Costs, and Expenses to 
which they shall be respectively entitled as aforesaid ; and also, 
when it appears to them that any Person claiming any Eight or 
Interest in the Property to be purchased or taken as aforesaid is 
absolutely entitled to the Estate or Interest claimed by him, they 25 
shall out of the said Monies pay to such Person the Sum to which 
he is entitled under the said Award, upon Ms giving a Peceipt to 
them for the same, and such Peceipt shall have the Effect of trans- 
ferring all the Estate, Pight, and Interest of such Party and of all 
Parties claiming under or tM'Ough him in the Property in respect 30 
of wMch such Monies are paid to the said Commissioners, and 
vesting the same in them, so as such Peceipt shall have an ad 
valorem Stamp of the same Amount impressed thereon in respect 
of the Purchase Monies mentioned therein as would have been 
necessary if such Peceipt had been an actual Conveyance of such 35

16. In case any such Person shall refuse to accept such Payment 

or give such Peceipt as aforesaid, or if it appear to the said Com- 40 
missioners, from any such Statement of Claim and Abstract as 
aforesaid or otherwise, that the Party making any such Claim as 
aforesaid is not absolutely entitled to the Estate or Interest in 

respect 
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respect of which his Claim is made, or is under any Disability, or 
if the Title to such Estate or Interest he not satisfactorily deduced 
to the said Commissioners free from Incumbrance, then and in. every 
such Case the Amount to he paid by the said Commissioners in 
5 respect of such Estate or Interest as aforesaid shall he paid and 
applied as provided by the Clauses of “ The Lands Clauses Con- 
solidation Act, 1845,” with respect to the Purchase Money or 
Compensation coming to Parties having limited Interests, or 
prevented from treating, or not making Title ; provided that the 
10 Expression “The Promoters of the Undertaking” used in the said 
Clauses of the said Act shall in the Cases contemplated by this 
Section he construed to mean “ The Commissioners of Public Works 
in Ireland.” 

17. It shall he lawful for the said Commissioners to take posses- 
15 sion of the said Property and commence the said Work when they 

shall have made Payment of the Monies to which the Persons who 
have any Estate or Interest in the said Property are by the said 
Award declared to he entitled, in the Manner provided by the 
Fourteenth or Fifteenth Sections of this Act respectively, or, if the 
20 said Award is appealed against as is by this Act provided, when 
they shall have paid the whole Amount of the Monies awarded to 
all the said Persons into the Bank of Ireland, in the Name and 
with the Privity of the Accountant General of the Court of 
Chancery, to be placed to his Account there to the Credit of the 
25 said Persons and of this Act, and of the Work in respect of which 
the same is paid, subject to the Control and Disposition of the said 
Court; and the said Accountant General shall invest all Monies 
which shall be so paid in the Purchase of Bank Annuities or 
Government Securities, and allow the same to accumulate until the 
30 said Appeal shall have been heard and disposed of, and thereupon 
it shall be lawful for the Court of Chancery, upon Application by 
the said Commissioners, and upon Proof that Payment of the Sums 
to which the said Persons shall have been declared entitled has been 
duly made in manner herein-before provided, to order the Funds in 
35 which the said Money shall have been invested, together with the 
Accumulation thereof, to be transferred to the said Com m issioners ;

20 . And whereas a Bridge at New Boss, over the Biver Barrow 
(which Biver is the Boundary between the Counties of Wexford 
and Kilkenny), the Property of the Commissioners for building a 
Bridge over the Biver of Boss, was carried away in the Month of 
January last, and great public Inconvenience and Loss has resulted 30 
therefrom : And whereas the said Bridge was a Toll Bridge, and 
the Tolls thereof were the Property of the said Commissioners, and 
the Bight of Eerry over the said Biver is the Property of the said 
Commissioners, and it is desirable that a free Bridge shall be erected 
in place thereof, and for such Purposes it is necessary to purchase 35 
the said Tolls and Bights of the said Bridge Commissioners : And 
whereas the ; Grand Jiuies of the Counties of Wexford and Kil- 
kenny assembled at the last Spring Assizes, by Besolutions entered 
on the Becord of their respective Proceedings, have signified their 
Consent to such Purchase, and to the building of a Bridge finder 40 
the Provisions of the recited Act, in place of that winch was 
destroyed as aforesaid, and have respectively presented Memorials 
to His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland under the Pro- 

' visions 
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visions of the recited Act, and have stated therein, in addition to 
the several Matters by the recited Act required, the Nature and 
Particulars of the Property necessary to he purchased, and the 
Necessity of such Purchase : Be it therefore enacted, That the said 
5 .Resolutions shall he as valid and effectual to signify the Consent 
herein-before required as if such Consent had been given and 
signified, and such Resolutions had been passed and entered, after 
the passing of and under the Provisions of this Act, and that the 
said Memorials shall also be as valid and effectual as if the same had 
10 been presented under the Provisions of the recited Act and this 
Act, and all the Acts and Proceedings herein-before provided shall 
and may be done, had, and taken thereupon accordingly ; and for 
the Purposes of this Act the Grand Jury of the County of Wexford 
shall be deemed to be the Grand Jury which shall have presented 
15 the Memorial, and the Secretary of such Grand Jury shall be the 
Officer to do all Acts herein-before provided to he done by the 
Secretary of the Grand Jury presenting a Memorial under this Act. 
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
